IT istime that the attempts that have been 
making in the American Citizen for fome 
weeks paft, and which are ftill making both 
by the editor and by his affiftants, to de. 
ceive the public, fhould no longer pafs un- 
noticed—it is high time that thefe miftate- 
ments fhould be corre&ed, thefe falfheods 
expofed, in order that the people of this 
city fhould be truly informed of the real 
political fituation of the flate. Not witha 
view to the enfuing eleftion, for we do 
not underftand that any meafures have 
been or will be adopted to defeat the fuc- 
cefs of Mr. Clinton’s partizans—not with 
a view to vindicate Governor Lewis from 
the afperfions which have been caft upon 
him, by thofe whofe ambition ‘‘ can bear 
no rival near the throne,” for that muft be 
left to Mr. Lewis’ own political friends~ 
but for the fake of truth, and to prevent the 
ill effe& of thefe impofitions, in various 
ways, eafy to be perceived, but unneceffla- 
Ty now to enumerate. 


The ground affumed in Mr. Clinton’s 
paper is that the A& incorporating the 
Merchants’ Bank. was a political meafure, 
carried through the Legiflature by bribery 
and corruption and ought to be refcinded 
at the next feflion, thereby deftroying the 
rights of individuals legally vefted, and in 
its confequences infringing upon the prop- 
erty of others fairly and honeftly acquired 
by regular tranfers in market overt. It is 
boldly afferted that a fentiment fimilar to 
what avowedly a€tuates the Clinton party 
in this city has extended itfelt throughout 
the State, and that ia confequence all thofe 





members who voted in favor of the incor- 
poration, are to be turned out atthe enfuing 
ele€tion. In this morning’s Citizen it is 
again declared that in every county in the 
State from which intelligence has been re- 
ceived their unworthy members [ who vo- 
ted in tavor of the Bank] are returning to 
obfcurity and infamy and their places will 
be fupplied by virtuous and unbought 
republicans.” Accufations of corruption 
have repeatedly been made in that paper a- 
gainft the majority of the Legiflature, 
fometimes in terms a little qualified, fome- 
times not ; but no reftraint has been laid 
on the utmoft licence of inve@tive againft 
a particular member of the Senate, his 
Honor Judge Purdy. 


A perfpicuous but fuccin& view of this 
fubje& will now be attempted to be taken. 


Before we proceed to an examination 
into taéts, we take leave to enter our fol- 
emn proteft againft the principle in toto of 
thofe who contend for the right in one 
legiflature to abrogate the a€ts of a prece- 
ding legiflature, on the ground of traud. 
We hold it to be an unimpeachable maxim 
in jurifprudence, that a law once paffed by 
the conftituted authorities, can never after. 
wards be refcinded on the bafis of unjufti- 
fiable motives in the individaal legifkators 
who compoled the legiflature at the time 
of peffing it. Ovr limits will not permit 
our difcuffing this fubje& here with a view 
to doit complete jullice, but a few remarks 
on it may not be amifs. If circumflances 
fhall render the topic interefling at any tu- 
ture period, it fhall receive from gs al! the 
undivided attention its immenfe impor- 
tance deferves. Suffice it tor the prefent 
to obferve :—That in every well ordered 
} government there muft neceflarily be an 
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authority depofited fomewhere to deter- 
mine in the laft refort, from whofe decif- 
ion there can be no appeal. This muft be 
fo evident in every tefle&ting man, that to 
attempt to prove it would be a wafte of 
time. The fupremacy of the majority 
is conftantly inculcated as the great repub- 
lican principle; the democratic Papers 
are eternally enforcing it; they tell us, 
the Citizen of this morning tells as, it is 
our duty to yield to the will of the majori- 
ty. Buta majority of whom, or what? 
The only rational anfwer that can be given 
is, a majority of thofe to whom the laws 
and conftitution have fubmitted the par- 
ticular {ubje& maiter for their decifion, 
This is all that can ever be done ; call it-if 
you pleafe imperfeé, ftill you can have 
nothing more perfeét ; it is not in the na- 
ture of things. To apply our principle to 
the cafe before us :— 


The Bill in queftion originated in the 
Senate and a majority of that body gave it 
their fanétion.—There was then an end of 
it inthe Senate. But the Conftitution had 
vefted in the Affembly a power to arreft 
its progrefs there ; a majority of the Af. 
fembly however concurred with the Sen- 
ate. There was then an end of it i the 
Affembly. Still the Conftitution had 
vefted in the Council of Revifion a pow- 
ero ftop it there. Here again a majority 
were found in its favor. Laftly the Exe 
ecutive gave it his approbation and it be. 
came alaw. Are we now to be told that 
the above majorities are not the majorities 
contemplated by law; that they are gore 
rupt majorities and that thei are to be 
fubmitted to another and virtuous 
majority affembled at Martlings Tavern? 
No, but fay they, we mean not this: We 
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only mean that our majority at the Tavern 
fhould ele& reprefentatives to do it. But 
fuppofe the reprefentatives»thus cleéed 
fhould not do it, what then ? Try another. 
And fuppofe they fhould retufe ? Try a 
ee Very wells—We'll fuppofe this 
third reprefentatiod fhould réfcind the ad, 
Here then are three reprefentations who 

think the a& a good one and a fourth think 

ita bad one. Which is right ? We have 
here got to another fort of majority, a ma- 

jority of legiflatures, and according to the 

fveathe republican principle of majorities-— 
the laft, their own legiflature muft be wrong 
and al) the reft right. But away with all 

this nonfenfe : nonfenle to which fuch doc- 

trine inevitably leads. In contemplation 

of lew the legiflature is always one and the 

{ame ; it is {upreme and its'decifions are 

final and conclufive. 

Sach is our do&trine ; and we are con.’ 
fident it will be found on the ftriéteft ex- 
amination to be the only found one. . The 
contrary principle is pregnant with mif- 
chiefs and inconveniencics incalculable ; 
with injuftice the moft flagrant. — Nor can 
a precedent on earth be found to give it 
countenance, except tn the raging frenzy 
which impelled certain lawlefs mad-men 
to refcind the granting act of Georgia, 
and caft the folemn records of the ftate in. 
to a bonfire. | 

But allowing our adverfaries ali the ben- 
efit of the contrary opinion, let us now 
turn tothe great tafe on which they rely for 
their evidence of the corruption charged 
—The cafe of Mr. Purdy. * 

The tollowing is the ftatement of Mr, 
Pardy, as reported by the committee ap- 
pointed by the Senate to inveftigate the 
fubjeé.

~~ Monroe that the Dire&tors of the Mer-

Ik is to be 
remembered then that this confcientions, 
honeft, flern and incorrupible republican, 
German,whole virtues have been trumpet- 
ted in the American Citizen trom that day 
to this, had at a previous feffion of the Le.

LETTER 2. 

THE firk important fubje&, which 
came before Congrefs on which it became 
nece {lary tor me toabandon either my prin- 
Ciples or my party, was the firft bill tor 
the temporary government of Louzfana. 
By this bill, ali che military, civil and ju- 
dicial powers, exercifed by the officers of 
the exifting government of that territory, 
were tobe vefted in fuch perion or perfons, 
and exercifed in {uch a manner as the 
Prefident ot the United States fhould dire&. 
Surely a government of this defcription 
mult be a perfeét defpotifm and this indeed 
was admitted by its advocates who jufti- 
fied the meafure on the ground of neceflit 
alone. This neceflity I could not difeoieed. 
By the law of nations the inftitutions of 
the ceded country would remain in force

ithe United States; and it could be the 
work of a few days only to devife fome 
fyflem of a geweral nature, which fhould 
be competent tothe temporary government 
of the territory and at the fame time confo. 
nant to the republican principles of the 
conftitution. The union of lepitlativeex. 
ecutive, judicial,‘and military powers,in an 
individual, was utterly irreconcilable with 
the fpirit of that inftrument ; and the del. 
egation of a power to the Prefident toap- 
point a fupreme governor of the territory 
was repugnant to its letter; the Conftitu-. 
tion having authorized Congrefs to veft the 
‘appointment of inferior officers only in 
the prefident alone. By the inftitutions of 
ancient Rome, when the Senate received 
information of the conqueft or ceffion of a 
country, they confulted what laws they 
tho’t proper fhould be prefcribed and fent 
commonly ten ambaffadors, with whofe 
concurrence the general of the troops in 
the conquered or ceded country might fet. 
tle its concerns. The two firft laws which 
Congrefs pafled relative to the govern- 
ment of Louifana dilplayed very fingular 
improvement upon the too republican fyf- 
flem of the ancient Romans. It is a fub-

that alteration. 

WASHINGTON, DEC. 10, 1803. 
SIR, 

I duly received a communication from 
his excellency the Governor, covering a 
refolution of the Council and General 
Affembly, inftru€ting the Senators, and re- 
quefting the Reprefentatives ot the people 
of the State, in Congrefs, to ufe theirexer- 
tions toobtain an amendment to the Con- 
{titution of the United States, providing tor 
a diftin@ defignation of the votes for Pref- 
ident and Vice-Prefident. Previoally to 
the arrival of this communication, arefo- 
lution providing for that obje& had paffed 
the Houfe of Reprefentatives by a large 
conftitutional majority, and was fent to the 
Senate tor their confideration : for that 
refolution my vote was given, The Senate 
did not a& upon the refolution, but origin- 
ated a new one, contemplating another ma; 
terial alteration inthe conftitution, con- 
nefted with the principle of defignation. 
The alteration to which I allude is a pio 
vifion that in cafe the Houfe of reprefen 
tatives fhall not make a choiceof Prefident, 
when the right of making {uch choice de- 
volves upon them, before the fourth day o! 
March, the vice Prefident ele& fhal! be 
Prefident for the next four years. To ih 
refolution from the Senate, myfelf and fix 
other members of my own political fenti- 
timents four from Maffachufetts, one from 
Pennfylvania, and one from Virginia, after 
making fruitlefs attempts to amend at, were 
compelled by the dittates of confcience to 
give our decided diffent : And it becomes 
me, in the pecutiar fituation in which 1 
itand,refpeEfully to offer to the Leyiflature 
of the State which I have the honor to rep- 
relent, the reafons for my condva. 

_ We were all attached to the great prin- 
cip'e of defagnation, but we thought the 
additional provifion of the Senate calcula- 
ted to reproduce the fame evil which that 
principle was intended to remove, by cre- 
ating new probabilities of the introduétion 
of a man to the Prefidency, who was never 
contemplated as a fuitable candidate for 
that office, either, by the people or the e- 
lectors. We urged that the day would 
probably foon arrive, when new political 
datercits would arife in our country, and 
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‘numerous candidates be prefented tor the 


Piefidency. That vpon the eflablifliment 
of the principle of difcrimination, the office 
of Vice-Prefident would become of minor 
confideration, and the public attention 
would be turned upon all the moft prom- 
inent charatters in the union merely as 
candidates for that of Prefident. Thetwo 
large ftates, each involving feveral fmaller 
ftaies within the circle of its influence, 
might prefent two candidates, equally and 
preeminently quali ed tor the ofhce ot Pref- 
ident, and equal or nearly equal in the 
number of ele€toral fuffrages, to the Houfe 
of Reprefentatives: That each of thofe 
great flates might be obflinate in its preten- 
lion and that feveral [mall lates might as 
happened atthe !aft eleétion be divided and 
give no vote ; that it would bein the pow- 
er of two or three individuals to prevent an 
ele€&tion : that the Vice Prefident, already 
chofen, either by theeleCtors or the Senate 
would beenabled to promife thofe individ- 
uals the firft offices in the power of the 
executive to beftow, altho’ they might be 
as totally unqualified for them as himielf 
for the Prefidency, and that he might make 
this promife with a perfe€t certainty of be- 
ing bie to pertorm it if they fhould protraét 
the ele€tion until the fourth day of March. 
We urged that this could not be confidered 
as an extreme cafe becaule it could not be 
coofidered as improbable that the. Amer- 
ican people, although now virtuous, 
would be at no remote time in fome 
degree corrupted, and would always pof- 
leis ambitious and unprincipled indvidu- 
ais of talents and influence. That the pro- 
pofed addition to the conftitution contain- 
ed language inconfiftent with that com- 
manding voice of the original conftitution 
by which the Houfe of Reprefentatives is 
diretted to make all ele€tion of Prefident 
atallevents ; aad that although the imper- 
ative tlile could not be confidered as in- 
teuded to coerce moral volition, it was 
improper, alter commanding the Houfe to 
make a choice, immediately to tell them 
they may do it or not as they pleafe. 
That this provifion feemed to invite to cor- 
ruption and to open a broader avenue 
through which intrigue and ambition might 
advance to the very vitals of our republican 
fyftem than any free people had ever ef- 
tablifhed asa radical principle of their con- 
Ritution. That it was dangerous to alter 
the conflitution with precipitation, and to 
infiil upon blending witha principle which 
the ‘public fentiment unequivocally de. 
manded, a novel principle which the peo- 
ple had never contemplated. That it was 
irrational to conclude that the difcrimina- 
ting principle would be loft by a rejec- 
tion of the prefent refolution ; a conter- 
ence with the Senate might follow, and 
an accommodation immediately be made, 
or the Senate might proceed to confider 
the refolution fent from the Houfe, and 


ca 








the probable refalt would be i:s adoption. 

Aithough almott every member 1m the 
mejority allowed our obj-Gionsto poll<fs 
great weight, we were net favogred with 
many anfwers to our 7 We 
were told that the evils we al mi 
never be experienced, and that if we di 
not adopt the refolution in the form in 
which it paffled the Senate we fhould in ail 
probability lofe its principle altogether. 

The members who generally conilitute 
the minority in the Houfe upon political 
queftions {upported our objeétions, bot re- 
lied principally upon a point which lL con 
fider as untenable, viz. that 2 principle of 
difcrimination between the voies tor Prefi. 
dere and Vice Prefident, impairs the privi- 
leges and relative weight of the imall flates 
in the Union. They fapportee this pofi- 
tion with much fincesity and ingenuity, 
but I couldnot difcover great force intheir 
arguments. 

I poflefied the fentiments of the legifla- 
ture and people of Vermont with refpett 
to the queition of defignation, but could 
not anticipate their opinion upon extraneous 
{ubjeéts,and therefore felt my felf at liberty 
to vote againft the relolution, which was 
carried by the calling vote of the Speaker. 
It was matter of great confolation to me in 
this paintul fityation to find fo many mem- 
bers, of the fame political femiments with 
myfelf, and of much greater political expe- 
rience, uniting with mein opinion; «4 
circumftance which will preferve me from 
the imputation of having adopted a folita- 
ry and eccentric opinion, from prepoffei- 
fions adverfe to cool refle€tion.

We announce with extreme regret the 
lofs of the regular trading fhip Jupiter, 
captain Law, on her voyage from London 
to this port. She ftruck againft one of 
thofe immenfe bodies of ice which have 
lately been fallen in within certain lati- 
tudes, and funk in half an hour afterwards. 
Her cargo was a valuable one ; but what 
is of infinitely greater importance fhe had 
on board {including ber crew) 73 human 
beings, 27 of whom perifhed with the vef. 
fel, and of the reft only eight have been 
heard of. We havean alarming prefenti- 
ment, (which we fhall be happy to find 








altogether groundlefs) that many of our 
reguiartrading fhips, which ought in the 
ufual courfe of navigation to have arrived 
-fome time ago from Europe have experi- 
| enced a fate fimilar to that of the Jupiter.

obliged to vary our courfe to finda paf- 
fage, We fuppofe our courfe to have 
been about W.S. W. from thetime the fhip 
| went down. Finding, as we had cleared 
‘the ice, a rough fea beginning to make, fo 
‘that the yawl was very unfate in tow and 
(they not being willlng to increafe their 
number in the long-boaf, we requefted 
them to cut our painter. The long-boat 
‘immediately left us out of fight, fleering 
| N. with a frefh breeze from the South. 
Our fituation at this time was fuch, that 
we could do nothing but let the boat keep 
dire€tly before the wind, it being very 
fqually with heavy rain, and at every fea
